NO POSTOFFICE 
N. WILMINGTON 


Congressman F Bradford Morse 
has been notified by the US Post 
Office Department that about July 
first the present North Wilmington 
Station of the Postoffice is to be 
discontinued. A ‘Contract Station’ 
will then be established in North 
Wilmington. 

The words Contract Station, as 
used by the Post Office Department 
refer to a small station, located 
in a store or other office, without 
any government employee on the 
premises, It may or may not have 
a lock box service. It does sell 
stamps, and receive letters and 
parcels, 

The owner of the store is an 
‘independent contractor’ as far as 
the Postoffice Department is con- 
cerned, Contract Stations may be 
set up at a distance not exceeding 
10 miles from a First Class Post 
Office, such as Wilmington, to 
service a community of not less 
that 1500 people. 

The letter to Morse, which was 
signed by Donald P Steele, Regional

Director of the Post Office Depart- 
ment says in part ‘The patrons in 
the North Wilmington area pre- 
Sently receive delivery service and 
those now renting boxes may rent 
boxes at the new main office (In 
Wilmington). Adequate postal fi- 
nancial servces will be available 
at the main office and at the pro- 
posed contract station which will be 
located in the North Wilmington 
area, 

There would be no reduction in 
the present postal service provided 
the patrons inthis area and the dis- 
continuance of this station would 
result in substantial savings to the 
Post Office Department, The car- 
eer personnel at this station will 
be reassigned to the main office, 

Therefore, since from a postal 
service standpoint the cost of 
maintaining the North Wilmington 
Station can no longer be justified 
we propose to discontinjue this sta~ 
tion simultaneously with the oc- 
cupancy of the new Wilmington 
post office about July Ist’

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A NEW LOOK AT THE LIBRARY? ; 

There was sort of a New Look atthe Library, 
* Monday night, in the Selectmen’s Meeting, and it 

would seem that Charles Black was the gentleman 
who inspired it. At least it was he who spoke up 
to get the discussion going. 

Charlie wanted to see some progress towards 
Sewer extension. That’s the way the ball bounced. 
You start talking about sewers, and the first thing 
you ata your’e talking about Library, believe it 
or not, 

The Selectmen were glad to talk about the 
library, after having carefully circumvented all 
discussion about the idea of making the old St, 
Thomas Church into one. It is a subject that has 
sort of hung on, without discussion for several 
years, Maybe they were just hoping it would go away. 

Anyway they seemed very glad to hear a few 
thoughts by TM Jerry Bouchard, Jerry said he 
didn’t think much of the idea of spending $30,000 
On ‘an old building’ 

He referred to aschematic drawing, prepared 
by the architectural firm of Valtz & Kimbrly, half 
a dozen years ago. The drawing is for the area 
near the Walker School, and showsa Police Station, 
a Town Hall, anda Library, ifthe school should ever 
ps down. All the buildings are facing Rotary 

~ Jerry proposed that the Selectmen consider 
the building of a combined Town Hall and Library, 
to be used as one building until such time as the 
Walker School is ‘phased out’ and torn down, Then 
a library would be built where the Walker School 
is now. 

The sigh of relief was almost audible. The 
conversation ended up with an expressed hope by 
Mr Black that the ‘Library Board would speak Up!’ 
He felt that it was time that board ‘took some 
Positive action’, 

Incidently, this column can be accused of 
misleading its readers, because of the way the in- 
formation on Federal Aid to Libraries was passed 
out last week, 

The money, for one thing, is not available 
as of this moment, President Johnson just got 
aroun to asking for it last Friday - $55 million 
was the figure. 

The Board of Library Trustees seems to have 
their collective thumb on the situation, If only, 
as Charley Black says ‘they would speak up’,

NOT ENOUGH TIME FOR 
BUILDING INSPECTOR 


An outcome of the discussion 
on the Duggan trailer, in the Plan- 
ning Board meeting, Tuesday night 
was an agreement (unspoken) on 
the part of the members that the 
Building Inspector is unable to 
carry out all his duties, for the 
lack of time. 

Mr Anderson, Building Inspec- 
tor, had been talking of his pro- 
blems of enforcing the. by-laws 
of Wilmington. Among other things 
Anderson said it was his opinion 
that the Town Counsel doesn’t think 
much of the phrase ‘not permitted 
use’ 

Pianning Board members were 
asking why in Tewksbury there was 
enforcement against trailers, but 
not in Wilmington, when the ques- 
tion came up. 

‘Anderson was asked to find out 
the details of the Tewksbury en- 
forcement and report to the Plan- 
ning Board, and everyone agreed 
that if the town could get one good 
case in.court the trailer problem 
would be ‘solved’

Gillis translated his thoughts on 
the trips he and others had made 
into ‘an assurance that we didn’t 
want the laws enforced’, and Joseph 
Slater added to this, 

Mr Slater said that with three 
or four assistants Anderson would 
be unable to get the law enforced 
if there was no proper law, 

Gillis finished the discussion 
by recalling that Anderson, ‘Time 
and time again has said ‘I do not 
have the time’ ’, 


to the police. 

The Selectmen took the case un- 
der advisement, saying that they 
would check with the Police De- 
paartment first.

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DUGGAN PROBLEMS ELICIT 


SYMPATHY 


The problem caused by a fire 
which burned the home of Mrs 
Margaret Duggan, St Paul Street, 
last November, elicited sympathy, 
but no action, in the Board of Sel- 
ectmen’s meeting Monday, and a- 
gain in the Planning Board meeting 
on Tuesday. 

Immediately after the fire, which 
leveled the house to the ground, 
Mrs Duggan’s sons, in Tewksbury, 
leveled the ground with bulldozers, 

Shortly thereafter a fifty five 
foot trailer, said to cost about 
$5,000, was purchased, witha down 
payment, and towed to the site of 
the former home. 

The Town Manager, called at the 
time the trailer was arriving, sent 
the Building Inspector and Officer 
Leo Markey down, with orders to 
prevent a trailer from locating, 
as it is contrary to the town By- 


= Laws, He was told by the Building 


é 


Inspector that he, the Building 
Inspector, had no right to phy- 
sically stop the trailer, 

The trailer was located on the 
lot, and hooked up to the sewerage 
system, with the approval of the 
Wilmington Health Dept. Water was 
also hooked up, but the electrical 
connections were not made, in ac- 
cordance with an opinion by Town 
Counsel, in such cases, which pro- 
hibits such connection, 

An appeal was made to the Board 
of Appeals, at which it developed 
that there was not sufficient equity 
in the trailer to ensure a bond, No 
plans for a.new building were pre- 
sented. The Board of Appeals had 
to refuse a variance, temporary 
or other wise, 

Monday night, in the Selectmen's 
meeting Mrs Duggan and 16 friends 
were present to see if anything 
could be done, 

The discussion lasted nearly an 
hour, with Chairman Rene LaRivee 
in charge, and Selectman Charles 
Black making sympathetic sugges~ 
tions. 

Present for the discussion part 
of the time was the Building Ins- 
pector, and Chairman Louis Gage 
and Secretary McDonald of the 
Appeal Board, 

Mrs Duggan told the Selectmen 
that the site of the trailer had been 
here home, and that of her mother 
before, for 52 years, There were 
Several sisters who shared in the

estate, some of them being out of 
State, and Mrs Duggan told the 
Selectmen that her taxes were not 
Paid because she was trying tohave 
the town take the land, and then 
Sell in a tax title sale, so she could 
clear the title, 

Selectman Brooks asked Mrs 
Duggan if she had considered going 
to the North Reading Trailer Park. 
This was after the Building Inspect- 
or had testified that he was unable 
to allow the electrical hookup un- 
less there was a bullding permit, 
or an opinion in favor, from the 
Board of Appeals. 

The Chairman of the Appeal 
Board stated that Mrs Duggan had 
been advised to appeal, within 20 
days, the decision, with the Town 
Clerk, but that this had not been 
done, and there were remarks from 
others that ‘the town will do nothing 
for youl’ 

Chairman Gage also told the 
Selectmen, as a matter of informa- 
tion, that the case could be heard 
again, if the Planning Board were 
to give its unanimous consent to 
such a provision. 

This was also said by McDonald, 
which led Mr Brooks to ask ‘Are 
you suggesting that the Appeal 
Board might give a new verdict?’ 

McDonald; ‘Not suggesting any- 
thing - merely pointing out the 
law!’ 

Mrs Duggan asked Gage: If I 
didn’t intend to build why should 
I go to the trouble I hadof clearing 
the land? 

There were several remarks at 
this time that Mrs Duggan should 
‘go on welfare’ these remarks 
coming from her friends, 

After hearing all the details Mr 
LaRivee assured Mrs Duggan that 
the Selectmen were not able to 


act, but that they did want to know 
the details of the case. ‘We have 
‘no authority’ he said. 

Planning Board Session 

The Planning Board, Tuesday 
night, listened to the group, in 
what was largely a repeat of the 
Monday night session, 

No decision was made by the 
Planning Board as to whether or 
not they will vote to permit a 
second hearing before the Board 
of Appeals, 

The case was ‘tabled’ untii the 
next meeting.

The building was proposed to be 
on a lot 125 feet long and 80 feet 
deep, The appeal board held that 
there was no hardship involved. 
The case was heard on Feb 25th. 

On March 6th the Appeal Board 
denied to Margaret Duggan, 16 St 
Paul Street; the right to live ina 
trailer on her property while her 
house was being rebuilt, 

The trailer, 10 feet wide by 55 
feet long, was to replace ona temp- 
orary basis the Duggan home, 
which burned last November, 

The board noted that no plans 
were presented for the proposed 
home or structure, and that the 
trailer was not necessary nor 
incidental to thé development of a 
Permitted use, and further that the 
continued use of a trailer could be 
detrimental to adjacent property. 

The case was heard on March 
3rd, 


On March 13th the Appeal Board 
Granted to Arthur L Zaino of 
Linda Road a right to make an 
addition to his home, closer to the 
lot line than the law allows, with 
Abe provision that any building on 

‘adjacent lot, also owned by Mr 
Zaino, should not be closer than 
30 feet to the extended Zaino home, 
thus preserving the intent of the
